Bat up to this date there
has been very uile chauce W work In
the woil and all garden wod field opera
tions have been muchdelayed in this
gection, few gardens having been
turned, even, mouch less planted, Ours
was planted in the early part of Feb.
ruary when still quite heavy, but it
was the only time it could have been
done to this very day. And in spite of
the told the English peas are three
inchen high, beeta, salsily, ete. com-
ing up nicely, while s bed of radishes
mustard and lettuce were up well and
were beaten to death by the heavy
rain of last Thorsday night. We now
have all the early vegetables planted
and the ground in fairty good shape

If the orchard has not been sprayed
to kill the San Jose scale it should be
done at once, before the leaves appear
or the blcoms open, Peach and plum
buds are far advanced and a very few
days of warm weather like todey will
make them burst into full Lloom, and
altho the average date of the last kil-
ling frost in the spring is March 21,
there is yet danger of the fruit being
killed. In fact our most dameging
spring frosts generally come in April.

The appearance of reed sweet po-
tatoes in the slores indientes that
planting time is ubout here. A little
early yet, but time to bed them is
most due, Every potato grower who
posaibly ean do »o should make his
potato bed to grow his own plants.
Experi¢ences in this section with plants
shipped from the south ure any thing
but satisfectory, planted in too many
cases, heating in the crates and being
worthless when received here, the first
appesrance of the sun  after they are
get out killing them. The heat loses
them their vitality, Soch is not the
cise with plants shipped short distsn-
ces, but under vo circumstances would
we buy plants from southern growers
again to see them die as syon as trans-
planted. We will make & large bed

Early Adams corn will furnish the first
roasting eara that can be grown in this
gection.

The examination for teacbers held
here last week by the County Superin-
tendent wue tuken by 13 teachers, five
white and eight colored. This does not
portend & plentiful sopply of teachers
for the next school year. On the other
hand it indicates that the supply of
teachers will be just es scarce as this
year, There are about 40 white teach-
ers and 40 colored teachers in the county
whose certificates hold over another
year. We need 68 white teachers snd
T6 colored teachers to fill the schools ol
the county, It is s question where the
remainder of thesupply 18 to come from,
A few teachers whose certificates ex-
pire in June will get them renewed by
going to the summer scheols and get-
ting the eredits there, but Il 15 not pogs-
ible for & teacher without & certificate
10 wo there and stand the examination
and get certificate in time for the open-

I'ng situation does not look encourrging
for next year, by any means, snd lueal
achool men would do well to get busy st
the earlist possible date and get Lhehn
teachers for auother year.

Many questions are coming in to the
County Superintendent snd members of
of the Board as to what salaries will be
paid teachers next year. These quest
jons can not be answered definitely uo.
till there is an idea what funds will be
availgble. This assurance canbe given,
every salary willbe made as liberal as
the funds the Board has will allow,
Some were raised last year, other schools
had teachers put in after most of he
schools were started and some of these
got advantage of an incresse. Most
temchers in the county received more
sulary last year than they did the year
pefore, and in every case where it is
possible the coming year the salary will
be fixed as libersi as the funds of the
Board will permit.

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| Irish Potato Requirements In
Tennessee

The irish potato thrives best in loose
deep soil full of decayed vegetation,
The open sandy soil of Tennessee im-
proved by growing clover and other
legume crops prodoces splendid potato
crops. Manure is needed on thin land
and lime on sour lend. Do not apply
fresh manure, lime or wood-ashes di-
rectly toa potato crop. They aid the
grwoth of scab, They should be applied
to a preceding clover crop, but never
ot planting time. Waell rotted manure
muy be applied in the spring, applying
it broadcast st the rate of 8 to 10 toos
per scre, and plowing it or discingitin-
to the soil.

Potatoes respond to heavier apgli-
cations of commercial fertilizers then
most other furm crops, The best me-
thod of applyiogis to open the rows
that are ready for plantiog with a broad
ghovel plow andscatter the fertilizer in
the furrow and over two or three inches
of the middle on either side. Again
run the plow in the furrow to mix the
fertiliger with the soil

Early Rose and Irish Cobbler are the
standard medium early varieties; Bur.
bank and Green Mountain the lateones.
Seed polatoes should be true to type,
solid, not wilted, sprouts just started,
but not having long, white sprouts.
Seed should be free from disease; dip-
ped for two hours in a solution one
pound formalin to thirty gallons of
water to prevent scab disease, They
should be cut in uniform piece having
two eyes. There is po advantage in
cotting sometime before planting to
allow the cut surface todry, neither is
there uny benefit from sprinkling with
aahes,

When ready to plant see that the fur-
rowa are 30 to 36 inchea apart, Early
varietiea should be planted closer than
late ones.

Potatoes should be planted three or
four inches below the surface. The
seed tubers should be planted one in a
hill, 12 to 18 inches apart. At thisrate
it requires approximately 16 bushels to
plant sn acre. Covering may be done
with a shovel plow on either side.

The
amount that was merchantable was very
low also, while the eastern part of the
atate *howa up fairly well, but even
this section was seriously dumaged by
lust summer’s drouth, The middle and
western were not only short in quanity,
put much of the crop was Iste, and &
very wet fall damsged the quality great-
ly; & considersbla amount being lost
from high waters, and a large amount
left in the fields during the winter, The
amount shipped out of counties were
grown is far below the uaual, only nmine
percant being ehipped.
